Crop Report 
Criticized Now 

The German government's 
optimistic report on the crop pros- 
pects, which were declared on June 
25 to be “really brilliant,” were sharp 
ly eriticized by speakers in the Reich- 
stag ways and means committee, 
They accuse thé government of giv- 
ing the people a false view of the 
situation, arousing unrealizabl 
hopes. Prince von Schoenaigh- 
Carolats, a National-Liberal, himstlf 
a farmer, declared roundly that the 
official article had misrepresented the 
facts and tended to give rise to fool- 
ish expectations at a. time when it 
was, impossible to know what the 
crop results would be, 

This speaker corroborated the 
charges \of the Socialist: speaker, Eb: 
ert, on the food and fuel situation. 
He alluded to the utter confusion in 
the food regulation measures and de- 
clared the situation aroused great de 
pression and bitterness. 

Herr Roessicke, president of the 
German Farmers’ Union, also. said 
that the grain crop had _ suffered 
greatly because of the drought. Hg 
expressed hope for the crop gro 
ing on heavy. soils, which usua 
prospered in dry seasons.

Back To The Fatherland 


Exodus of Hebrews From All Parts 
of the World to Holy Land 
Anticipated’ by Strauss 


A Jewish nation with modern cit- 
ics, a free government and a popula- 
tion of two million, will be establish- 
ed in Palestine after the war, in the 
opinion of Nathan Strauss, philan- 
thropist. 

He looks for a marked exodus of 
Jews frém the United States and 
other countries, back to their father- 
land. Religious Jews, he believes, 
will not hesitate to give up their 
wealth and property in America and 
return to Palestine to fulfill the Bib- 
lical prophecy. Strauss ed expects 
thousands of Christians to go there, 

“We will establish a government 
along whatever lines the allies’ sug- 
gest,” declared Strauss. “There is 
no selfishness &bout it. The Bible 
says we will have our own country 
back ‘and the Allies are winning it 
back. They must decide what is 
best.” 

He indicated, however, that 
publican form of government 
a protectorate of the powers would 
be best. Asked whether the country 
would be modernized, as Mauilla has 
been, he said: . 

“Given half a chance, we will make 
it the paradise of the earth. It will 
be up-to-date in every particular. 
The Palestine soil is better than that 
of. California—I'm satisfied of that 
through my own experiments. The 
Jewish nation will be self-supporting, 
1 don’t think we will establish great 
industrics and compete in the world 
trade because the country will be 
more of a religious community than 
a commercial one.

Pathetic Position of Canadian Wo- 
men Who Went Overseas 


According to the London news- 
papers, about 40,000 dependents of 
Canadian soldiers are stranded in 
this country-—wives and children who 
either followed their menfolk at¢ross 
to be as near them as possible while 
they were on active service, or came 
over to see them in hospital after 
they had been wounded. 

They are not stranded in the or- 
dinary sense of the word, for no cases 
of want have been reported. But. it 
seems impossible for them to return 
to Canada now or for some time to 
come, owing to lack of passenger ac- 
commodation, and it iS stated. that 
even were the war to end soon fully 
eighteen months must elapse before 
tonnage could -be spared to trans- 
port a large body of people. 

The position of some of these Can- 
adian visitors is pathetic. There are 
many whose menfolk are actually 
back in Canada themselves, wounded 
and discharged from the army. Oth- 
ers have lost those whom they fol- 
lowed to this country, and dre anx- 
ious to return to their homes and re- 
latives. Recently the admfralty has 
been able to find room for a few wo- 
men and children on returning trans- 
ports, and it is hoped to continue this 
assistance.

When over London. the raiders 
were always within range of the an- 
ti-aircraft guns, which the authorities 
say, registered many, hits, though 
none of the Germans were brought 
down by the artillery. British air- 
men often returned from the Gernfin 
lines with machines punctured by 
bullets and pilots wounded, so it is 
not surprising that the difficult tar- 
gets were not brought down’ over 
London: The raiders flew like geese 
a-formation most difficult to break 
up and destroy. 

Though the program of London's 
defences is completed it is not 
claimed that no improvement is pos- 
sible as no general ever is satisfied 
with the size of his army.
